the railroad treasuries , Sut it puts these 
lands agam.m the market at precisely the 
same price Oiat is charged for other Gov- 
ernment lands, and thus undoes what has 
been rightly regarded as a misuse of the 
public domain mthe interests of corpora- 
tiqns and to the hurt of people. It gives 
to every American who wants land to cul- 
tivate full oppoitunity to choose from the 
land grants and to buy a homestead at
